WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Laxity, 
rank incompetency, gross discrim- 
ination and abuse of power in the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue have 
cost the.American people the loss 
of hundreds of millions of dollars 
in incOme taxes, the Couzen’s in- 
vestigation committee reported to 
the Senate today after a twa 
year probe. 

The Government has lost taxes 
upon “improper” amortization al- 
lowances totaling $210,665,360, the 


Couzens senatorial committee 
charged. 
This was the highlight of ths 


report, which went into all phases 
of the administration of Federal 
taxes. It was signed by Senator 
Couzens, Republican 
and Senators Jones, 
Democrat’ of New Mexico, and 
King, Democrat of Utah. 

The other two members of the 
committee, Senators Watson, Re- 
publican Of Indiana, and Ernest, 
Republican of Kentucky, neither 
dissented 
from it, announcing they desired 
more time in which to study it. 

The report condemned the atti- 
tude of the bureau as* one of 
“bargaining.” 

“There has been a great deal 
of evidence, tending to show that 
it is’ the policy of the bureau to 
fix taxes by

OAT MARKET. STRIKES SLUMP . 
AFTER AN EARLY SEASON JUMP 


. Early in 1925, oat prices were so high, reports the Sears-Roebuck 
Agricultural Foundation, that consumption-was actually checked. Then 
the market began to decline and with large stocks coming on through 
commercial channels, reached a low level in April, went up again in 
June, fell to less than 40 cents in August and stayed at that low level. 
The 1925 crop was 1,470,000,000 bushels and the carry-over from 1924 
was larger than usual. Total supplies of oats in all sections were only 
20,000,000 bushels less than in 1924 when the crop of 1,542,000,000 
bushels was harvested.

CORN INCREASE FOR THE YEAR 


IS PUT AT 536,000,000 BUSHELS 


Twenty per cent more corn was produced in 1925 than in 1924 
according to the gorn survey of the Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Founda- 
tion, An increased production of 536,000,000 bushels brings the 1925 
figure to 3,013,000,000 bushels. This, plus the carry-over of 1924 makes 
the general marketable 1925 corn crop of 3,074,000,000 bushels the 
largest in five years. While the corn crop was nearly a failure in 
the southwest and the average yield was low in almost the entire 
cotton-belt, the corn-belt itself, in practically all sections north of the 
Ohio and Potomac rivers, produced an excellent crop of fine quality 


The large excess production, however, and the fact that there is 
fewer live stock on the farms and some curtailment in feeding opera 
tions, have made corn plentiful and low in price. Receipts have not 
been heavy at the terminal markets and, in fact, have decreased sub 
stantially beginning with March, 1924. Farmers are storing heavily 
in cribs with the hope that some of the commodity -may be sold for 
export abroad which will improve domestic prices considerably. 


There has been a steady drop in prices from the top price ir 
January of $1.32 to 82 cents in November in Chicago. Receipts have 
fluctuated violently with an up-turn grade beginning in October. 


The United States is the corn nation of the world, producing 7! 
per cent of the entire crop. New uses for corn promises to increas: 
consumption of this grain appreciably. Particularly significant is thi 
manufacture of corn sugar, which is increasing in commercia 


importance.

In the meantime, New York 
adopted the expedient of supervis- 
ing and making responsible a bus 
service: which otherwise would de- 
generate into mere irresponsible 
jitney service. 

In addition to the Fifth avenue 
line and the city supervised lines 
other lines of motor buses ia th» 
various boroughs serve approxi- 
mately 50,000,000 passengers a 
year. 

Bus service in New York is an 
established fact.
